the ItocliM of Carson Quarry. 


[Mining and Scientific Press.] 


Not long siace some considerable ex- 


citement was created by the discovery of 
supposed human footprints of colossal 
size in the quarry ynrd of the State 
Prison at CM-SOU, Nevada. 
There are 


unmistakable tracks of elephant, horso, 
bird and door, and other tracks some- 
what puzzling iu their outline, but bear- 
ing a strong resemblance in many ro- 
spects, to those which would be made 
by n gigautio man. The scientific world 
became greatly interested iu these tracks, 
and several members of the California 
Academy of Science visited the quarry 
and inspected the tracks. 
Those who 


read papers on,the subject at the Acad- 
emy were Dr. H. W. Harkrjess, O. D. 
Gibbes, R. E. C. Stearns, Prof. Joseph 
Le Couta and J. U. Soupham. 
Careful 


measurements were 
taken 
by 
Mr. 


Gibbos, and plaster casts were made by 
D. Harkuess. 
We reproduce some of 


the drawings made by Mir. Gibbes which 
sbow the appearance and position of the 
carious tracks; and also give engravings 
from photographs showing the general 
appearance and surroundings. 


The Nevada State Prison is situated 


on the plains of Carson, three or four 
miles from the Sierras. 
The main 


building has been placed at the base of 
a low rounded hill, sloping to the plain 
on all sides except to the south, where 
it abuts against a neighboring ridge of 
much older rocks. The hill consists of 
regular strnta, nearly level to the eye, 
but really dipping 2 or 3 degrees to the 
•west, and it is evidently a remnant left 
by erosion, of a much moro extensive 
deposit. It has been cut into on one 
side (the northern) down to the level of 
the plain, iu such wise as to form a 
nearly level quadrangle about 100 yards 
square, surrounded on three sides by 
vertical cliffs, 
10 to 30 feet high, 011 


•which the nearly level strata are well 
exposed. 
(Figures 1, 2, 3,4). Iu front 


is placed the prison building, forming 
tne fourth side of the quadrangle, aud 
the cleared space forms its yard. The 
stone thus removed has been used in 
the construction of the 
prison iiud 


other public buildings of Carson. 


TUB strata exposed 4u this quarry, 


says Prof. Le Conte, consists of ueuvy- 
bedded grayish and creamy sandstones, 
separated by thin layers of shale. 
The 


sandstones, iu many places, especially 
in the eastern cliff, are strongly affected 
•with cross lamination, indicating de- 
posit by rapid, shifting, overloaded cur- 
rents—in other words, river flood de- 
posits. 
We have, here, therefore, pro- 


bably the mouth of an ancient stream. 
Ths stone has been removed down to 
un even shale stratum, or rather to two 
shale .strata, about two foot apart, which 
form the floor of the prison yard. These 
shale strata are the track-layers. 
The 


upper track-layer forms the floor of the 
upper or eastern part of thu yard; then 
there is a drop of about two feet to the 
lower track-layer, which forms tho iloor 
of the rest of the yard. The wholo area 
thus cleared is literally covered with 
tracks of many species of birds and ani- 
mals. 
(Diagrams I, 'J and 3.) 
The 


urea has bueu cleared, and tha tracks 
exposed and trampled over by men and 
horses for y or IU yearn, without nt- 
traetiag any special attention. 
Their 


importance was first recognized by the 
intelligent Warden, Major Gurrard. To 
the stouy hardness of tun strata alone, 
do wo owe the fact that they have been 
preserved at all. 


We have not space to go into all the 


details which have been developed con- 
cerning these tracks, but will quote a 
few extracts from tho papers read before 
the Academy. Dr. Harkuess says : 


Thy prison was built about 20 years 


since, on the point of a hill having an 
elevution of about Gi) ft. 
This hill is 


formed of sandstone which had its ori- 
gin iu the detritus brought by wind and 
water from the Sierra. 
This point was 


chosen with a view to utih/.ing the labor 
of t'n. 
1 i ; - > ! i viutB iu nu:irryiujj stone 
for 


building purposes. As a result of this 
quarrying, tbe stone has been removed 
from au area of about one and three- 
quarters acres, am] to a depth varying 
from 15 to 33 ft., showing the hill to be 
composed of layers of sandstone alter- 
nating with seams cf clay. 


"It was known that animal remains 


bad been discovered in tho ubove- named 
quarry, but no special attention seems 
to have been called to the fact until the 
appointment of the present Warden, 
\Vin, Garrard, under whose quick in- 
telligence, and by whose energy, a sys- 
tematic effort has been made to collect 
and preserve these fossil. . And not 
only tuis, he together with Mr. Hunks, 
the Sheriff of Storey county, determ- 
ined to have the situation carefully ex- 
amined, and to this end they opened 
correspondence with the Curator of oar 
Geological Museum, C. D. Gibbes. At 
onu o[ tho rt:cunt meetings of the Aca- 
demy, Mr. Gibbes read the correspond- 
ence, which so impressed the members 
that it was determined at once to visit 
the locality. 
The formation, to which 


allusion baa been made, is called by 
Clarence King iu his geological survey 
of ,tho fortieth parallel, the "Lowe* 
Quarteruary." Referring to this region, 
he says it is composed of sandstones 
and clays worn down from the adjacent 
high mountains aud deposited iu the 
water and on ihu shores of a lake of 
many hundred miles iu urtm, that at oiiu 
time extended along the eatitttru'basu of 
tbe Sierras aud co Central Novud.f, aud 
Laving au elevation of 4.38S tt. above 
the BOI» level. Pyramid, Wiuiieiuaccn 
and Walker lakes, aiid too aiuk* ot the' 
Csrsou and Huinboldc are now tua

lower points of this prehistoric lake, 
which spread its waters in th« pliocene 
age, and which Mr. King has called 
Lake Lahontan. 


"It also gives evidence of having been 


at one time the shore of some lake, or 
perhaps pond, local and isolated, as Its 
level was above that of Lake Lanontan. 
Presumably we stand on the shore of 
this anofetit !• pond:: of lake, and as'we 
look about; us we aee the footprints of a 
variety of animals, amongwhich we1 rec- 
ognize those'of the mammoth, the deer, 
the wolf, of many birds, of a horse, and 
most uonor^ant of'all;1 thiB iflaprints of 
the sandaled foot of man.

amined is to be seen emerging, as it 
were, from the eastern side of the yard, 
where the cliff is 15 feet in hight above 
the tracks. This series consists of 12 
tracks, to which number four were sub- 
sequently added by tunneling into the 
rock. 
These tracks were 
evidently 


made in a layer of sediment of perhaps 
two inches in depth, for briow this layer 
we find the compact sandsnme. In each 
instance the mud had been raised by 
the pressure of the foot into a ridge 
which entirely surrounded it. Each of 
the imprints furnishes us with evidence, 
ajsy.ire believe, that the feel, of the one 
making the tracks were protected by san- 
dals. In no single impression do we 
find conclusive evidence of this fact, but 
when.we study them.as a whole we find 
that which is wanting in one is furnished 
by others which follow." 


"In nearly all, the toe portion is well 


shown, it being as smooth as tbe work 
Of a mason, for tbo distance of two or 
thjee inches.: Backward -from th<i tos 
wev generally find the imprint of the 
ante; portion of the bottom of it. When 
swdied a* s whole we can determine 
with a good de»l of exactness the actual 
length and breadth pf tne »andal, wbiph 
W«- find to be syt inches in length, 
tight iaobai at the ballot the foot, 


while the heel is six inches in breadth, 
In its outline the impression follows 
clearly the shape of the human foot. 
From the great tbe outward there is a 
really graceful curve,' which draws in 
towards the heel; while from the great 
toe inward the line is drawn towar d the 
instep and thence in an outward curve 
to the heel. In one series this curving 
is deeper, showing a slightly different 
form of sandal. The average length of 
tbe stride is two feet three inches. The 
distance between the feet or the stride 
is 18 inches, as measured from that 
center of tbe sandal of one foot to the 
center of the corresponding one." 


"As before stated, these mammoth 


footprints were of au average depth of 
five inches, and had been made in a 
layer of sediment which is now so firmly 
consolidated as to retain a tolerably 
distinct external outline of the foot of 
the animal, but' owing to the irregular 
formation of the calcareous deposit re- 
ferred- to,, no distinct imprint of the 
bottom of the foot can be traced. 


In the Prison yard at Carson besides 


the abOTa described, tracks, those of 
birds are found in'abnndanoe. Most of 
these 'trackS- 'shtfw1 t'ut^tfcree' too; in 
•ome instances, however; there are dis- 
tinct inpreiiions of four. The extreme 


length of the longest toe in any one of 
these bird tracks is five inches, aud the 
stride measures a little more than two 
feet. 
Several very distinct tracks of a 


deer are to be seen, as well as those of n 
horse, tbe imprint of which is tho same 
as that of a horse of to-day. 
Still other 


tracks, resembling those of a wolf, may 
be traced for 20 feet or more, when 
they also are lout in the cliff; and near 
the western limit of the quarry there 
are indications of a largo animal having 
wallowed in the oiud." 


Diagram No. 3- -On a smaller scale is 


made to represent a portion of the east, 
west and south wells of the quarry, so 
as to show at a glance tbe different 
series of tracks in their relative posi- 
tion. 
The lines run aro magnetic. 


In Mr. C. D. Gibbes' paper are the 


following notes of interest: Besides the 
tracks, there are numerous others of 
wading birds, some having but three 
toes. Length of middle toe from heel, 
five inches. The transverse diameter of 
ih* expanse of the foot, from the ex- 
tremity of the inner toe, to that of the 
outer one, seven and a half iBchen. 
Step 23 to 24 inches. Another track 
has a rudimentary toe one and a half

"Series No. 2 consists of 13 human

This man had a very peculiar 
shaped foot, and may be said to have 
toed the mark, he walked as straight as 
a surveyor running a line. The quarry 
is now being worked at this bluff, and 
wo may soon expect more foot-prints to 
be found.

But 5 tracks, from 19 to 25, are not dis- 
tinct enough to represent, the shale be- 
ing destroyed by carts hauling off the 
rook. These tracks are irregular in 
their direction, and disappear under 
the west wall, which is 32 feet high." 


Series No. G has 15 human (?) tracks 


about tbe same size as the lust; they are 
going northeasterly, aud cross No. 5 
about, 21 ft. from the west wall. Bird 
tracks, covering 28 It. of canvas, cross 
series No. 2, '6 and J. 
These are all 


shown in diagram No. 2. But there are 
many more tracks on the floor, both hu- 
man and animal, that wo have not been 
able to represent. I was instructed by 
the Academy to take photographs of
